LEAGUE’S PLAN TO HELP 
REFUGEES. 


GENEVA, Saturday. 

The arrangements for a 30 million dollar 
refugee loan to Greece were completed to-day 
by the appointment of Mr, Henry Morgenthau 
as chairman of the International Commission 
for the administration of the loan. The loan 
is the largest reconstruction project in the 
history of the Near Eastern countries. The 
money must be spent solely for the settlement 
of refugees in productive work on land set 
aside without charge by the Greek Govern- 
ment, and the International Control Commin- 
sion is to guarantee bond holders that selfish 
or political interests will not be allowed to 
divert the funds from direct productive pur- 


Poses. 

Mr. Morgenthau’s appointment has been 
made on the nomination of the Near East 
Rehef Committee, and is a recognition of 
America’s position as the foremost factor in 
humanitarian endeavour and disiinterested re- 
constructive effort since the war. The loan 
ts secured by a lien on the Castoms revenue 
and other taxes collected in Greece. In order 
that the money may be available for the 
immediate commencement of the work, 
arrangements have been made for five million 
doliars short term notes taken up by the 
Bank of England, pending the flotation of 
the loan.

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MISSING CORK YOUTH. 
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STRANGE STORY OF A TELEGRAM. 


An extraordinary story is told in Waterford 
of a 15 years old boy, Michael McCarthy, who 
left his home in Cork City some weeks ago. 

The first news that his parents appear to 
have received since his departure was a 
telegram from Waterford, in which it was 
alleged that young McCarthy had lost his life 
in a bomb explosion in Waterford. The lad's 
father comhmunicated with the Civie Guard 
in Waterford, and it was found that no such 
explosion ‘had occurred, and that a youth 
resembling young McCarthy had handed in the 
telegram at Waterford Railway Station. He 
represented himself as a messenger from the 
» military barracks, and the telegram, which 
was addressed to McCarthy's father, was as

Remains removed to- 
morrow. (Signed)—Captain Forrestal,’’ 

On receiving the telegram Mr. McCarthy 
arid two of his sons went to Waterford, where 
they learned that there was no foundation far 
the statement in the telegram. Up to that 
time Mr. MeCarthy was convinced of the truth 
of the statement, as when he was about to 
leave Cork for Waterford he was handed a 
paree] which contained the trousers and boots 
worn by his son when he left home.

In dealing with drama it will, of course, be 
necessary to discuss character and plot to 
some extent, but discussion of character and 
Ee has of recent years tended to usurp the 

ime that should have heen given to the 
drama itself. Here, as in the poetry proper, 
it is of much greater importance that the 
pupil should carry away with him a body 
of Shakespeare's thought and emotion, in 
the speech of Shakespeare, than that he 
should have accumulated a series of opinions 
of modern commentators about the characters 
and events of the plays, 
TREATMENT OF PROSE. 

“ With regard to the prose, the treatment 
should be conditoned by the fact that matter 
and form are not so inextricably bound to- 

ether as they are in great poetry, and that 
the matter is not necessarily of such permanent 
value. In some of the greatest prose writers 
that are suitable for secondary scheol work, 
such as Defoe, Addison, Macaulay, Scott, the 
‘matter is in itself of secondary importance 
nowadays, whereas the form in which it is ex- 

essed retains ite value as a great educational 
instrument. The main business of the teacher 
in dealing intensively with prose authors will, 
therefore, be the practical study of the styles 
of the writers, and this will entail constant 
analysis of structure, the contrasting of 
typical passages of various writers, and the 
exercise of the pupils in the expansion, con- 
densation, or other reproduction or rehandling 
of the s read. Since the subject 
matter of most prore authors suitable for this 
stage is not in itself of great value, all 
memorising of the events narrated or opinions 
given should be avoided, and the energies of 
the pupils should be concentrated rather on 
exercises mentioned abeve. Models of 
such exercises are to be found in modern text- 
books, such as “ The King’s English and How 
to Write it,’’ Mursison’s “ English Composi- 
tion,” Richard’s ‘Manuel de lecture 
expligoée,” ete. The exercises should, of 
course, vary, from easy exercises in the sum- 
marising and enpeneing of passages in the 
lower classes, to difficult analysis and contrast 
of various passages in the higher grades. 

“ Similarly, in the ‘‘extensive’’ or general 
reading, the aim of the teacher should be 
rather to give the pupil a taste for reading 
than to require him to gain any particular 
amount of knowledge from this or that 
author, since the main business df the teacher 
of literature in a secondary school is not to 
give a mass of detailed information on various 
subjecte, but (1) to deopen the vitality of the 
papil by bringing hin; in contact with the 
est minds; (2) to develop a taste for reading 
good literature, so that he may in after life 
remain in contact with such minds; and (3) 
to form his style of speech and writing and 
to develop his power of critical analysis.”’

Free State and Empire. © 

To-day President Cosgrave and two of 
his colleagues will attend the opening 
session of the Imperial Conference. We 
may say, without any disrespect, that the 
experience will be a most useful factor in 
their education as Ministers. ' Ireland is a 
small country. She has been isolated in 
the past from the world’s great affairs, 
and her people, as a whole, have taken a 
petty view of those affairs. As a result 
they have been slow to realise the oppor- 
tunities and responsibilities of their new 
freedom. The Imperial Conference will 
be attended by the Prime Ministers of 
Canada, Australia, New Zealand, South 
Africa and Newfoundland. With these 
men Mr. Cosgrave, the President of the 
Executive Council of the Irish Free State, 
will sit as an equal. His voice will carry 
equal weight with theirs in the policies 
of Empire. His vote may be fateful in 
decisions that will affect the destinies of 
tens of millions of the English-speaking 
race. Surely we may hope that, as soon 
as these facts are realised at home, the 
perverted idealism of the enemies of the 
Anglo-Irish settlement will lose most of 
its capacity for mischief. In the next 
place, affendance at the Imperial Con- 
ference must help our Ministers indirectly 
by improving their sense of proportion 
and directly by putting at their service 
the accumulated knowledge of men who 
are familiar with the tasks of democratic 
government on the largest scale. We are 
confident that all the British Prime 
Ministers will identify thefhselves with 
General Smuts’s deep interest in the Free 
State’s needs and problems. 

To-day the Prime Minister of England 
will explain to the Conference the result 
of his recent talk with M. Poincaré, and 
may give some outline of his Government's 
attitude to the new situation which has 
been created by Germany’s surrender in 
the Ruhr. In effect, of course, this ques- 
tion of reparations concerns the Free State 
very closely, indeed. Her financial and 
economic outlook is clouded to-day by 
troubles that the failure of the Treaty 
of Versailles has imposed on every country 
in Europe. All the Dominions are con- 
fronted with the same problem. The 
European market for their exports has 
been ruined for the time being, and they 
ar> giving serious consideration to the 
possibility of new or better markets within 
the Empire. No doubt, the Imperial Con- 
ference on the economic side will deal 
largely with this possibility. Itis expected 
that the Overseas Premiers will advocate 
important extensions of the existing system 
of imperial preferences. In any such 
policy, of course, the Free State must 
have a vital interest. Any measures of 
protection which all the 
Dominions would have obvious advan- 
tages and not, less obvious disadvantages 
for the agricultural industries which are 
the mainstay of our people’s wealth. We 
must hope that our representatives will 
b> fully qualified to discuss every aspect 
of this complicated question and to support 
the Free State's legitimate claims con- 
sistently with the general welfare of the 
British Commonwealth.

President Cosgrave is less fortunate 
than the Premiers of the other Dominions, 
who have been able to escape for a while 
from the. cares of domestic politics. Having 
attended fiie first meeting of the Imperial 
Conference, he must hurry home for the 
formal opening of -he Free State Parlia- 
ment. The Governor-General’s speech to- 
morrow will unfold the heads of the 
Cabinet's legislative programme. It will 
be a heavy programme, including at least 
two important measures—the new Courts 
of Justice Bill and the Bill for the recon: 


strucfion and simplification of the whole 


machinery of local government, The 


| former Bill has contrived to get its second 
réading without any discussion in the 
Dail. As we showed in a recent article, 
some at least of its proposals are of 
doubtful value and ‘demand the closest 
examination in the interests alike of the 
commercial community and of the legal 
profession. The Dat will be strangely 
negligent of its duty if this examination 
is not forthcoming during the Committee 
stage. Finance must occupy a great part of 
the new session’s time and thought, since 
the whole future of the State may depend 
upon the nature of the Government's plans 
fcy the raising of its necessary loan, For 
th; moment, however, the Government's 
most pfessing problem is the situation 
which a long-sustained series of labour 
disputes has produced throughout the 
country. No political or other progress 
can be made while the nation’s economic 
life remains in a condition of paralysis. 
A statement of the Government's intention 
to deal definitely, reasonably and firmly 
with this grave crisis is overdue. 


The Fascisti. 


A crisis has been gathering for. some 
time in the ranks of the Fascisti. 
the very outset the movement, like 
every other more or les: revolutionary 
movement, has been divided into two 
groups, one moderate and _ statesman- 
like, the other extreme and intransigent. 
During recent months the power of 
the latter grotp within the Fascisté 
organisation has been growing, to the 
alarm of some of its more level-headed 
supporters. The differences of opinion 
between the two sections came to head last 
week when Signor Massimo Rocca wrote 
an article in the Critica Fascista denounc- 
ing the narrow-mindedness of local organ- 
isations and declaring that the Faseistt 
revolution had been accomplished for the 
good of Italy, not for the benefit of any 
partictilar party. Signor Rocca, who 
formerly was an anarchist, was one of 
the original fifty-two who, with Signor 
Mussolini, began the Fascist movement. 
He exerted considerable influence among 


Mussolini himself, probably was the best 
man in the party. Since the revolution, 
however, Signor Rocca: has come into 
collision on more than one occasion with 
Signor Farinacci, who is his direct anti- 
thesis. Signor Farinacci is purely a 
“ party man.” His great aim has been to 
maintain Fascismo as a sectarian organisa- 
tion, just as in Ireland Sinn Fein is being 
used now by one particular party ; and in 
his paper, the Cremona Nuora, he has beén 
advocating his views with great frankness. 
The tone of his articles became so strong 
recently that even Signor Mussolini was 
forced to rebuke him in the official] Popolo 
d'Italia, and Signor Rocca’s protest was 
written obviously against his proposals. 
Signor Farinacci, ho--ever, controls a large 
caucus, and when the Executive Council 
of the Fascisti met on last Thursday one 
of its first steps was the expulsion from 
the party of Signor Rocca, whom it 
accused of “a serious breach of discipline 
and political untrustworthiness.’’ If the 
Council had been logical it would have 
included Signor Mussolini in this impeach- 
ment ; for he is just as strongly opposed to 
the policy of Signor Farinacci as is Signor 
Rocca, whom he received immediately after 
the Council's decision had been made 
known. The fact that the whole Council 
has resigned is clear proof that the Prime 
Minister's sympathies are altogether on 
the side of the expelled member, and some 
very interesting developments are likely in 
the near future. Italy, like Ireland, is 
at the parting of the ways. Ths Fascisti, 
as a party, have served their national 
purpose, and, if the country is to flourish, 
they must be prepared to sink their 
sectional interests in the interests of the 
Italian nation at large. If Signor 
Farinacci has his way, nobody who has not 
had a good record in the Fascisti move- 
ment will be allowed to participate in the 
government of his country. Fortunately, 
Signor Mussolini has greater vision than 
his colleague, and the Italian Premier 
generally succeeds in getting what he 
wants.

Stoke Poges.- 


To those Irishmen—and, happily, many 
such remain with us—who served their 
apprenticeship in a sounder, if not more 
inspiring, school of letters than their 
grandchildren will ever know, the name 
of Stoke Poges has a familiar ring. There 
the great poet Gray lies buried and there 
he wrote the “ Elegy Written in a Country 
Churchyard,” one of the sublimest poems 
in the English tongue. His fellow “towns- 
men of a stiller town ’’ are village Hamp- 
dens and mute, inglorious Miltons; but 
Stoke Poges boasts an ancient and aristo- 
cratic lineage.  Stoches, as it was then 
called, is first heard of as being held by 
‘* Siret, a man of Earl Harold.” Domes- 
day finds it in the hands of one Walter 
Fitz-Ansculf,. clearly one of Norman 
William’s men. Two hundred years later 
Robert Poges acquires the manor and adds 
his name to it. Sir John de Molyns and 
descendants are in possession for fifty 
years—the last, a lady with the pretty 
name of Alianore, married Lord Hunger- 
ford. Forty years later a Hungerford 
heiress marries Lord Hastings and their 
son becomes Earl of Huntingdon. Stoke 
Poges has “arrived.” Sir Christopher 
Hatton, Lord Chancellor to Queen Bess, 
next acquires it by purchase from a 
wastrel Huntingdon; and a still greater 
lawyer, Sir Edward Coke, Lord Chief 
Justice, became possessed of the manor a 
few years lat:> and entertained Queen 
Elizabeth there. As might be expected, 
Stoke Poges Church is an edifice of some 
historic interest, and the Vicar and 
churchwardens ought to have no difficulty 
in collecting the six thousand pounds 
which they are now asking for its restora- 
tion. It is Thomas Gray, however, who 
always will be enthroned as the tutelary 
genius of Stoke Poges. His Elegy will live 
in the hearts and on the lips of men long 
after manor and church ‘alike have passed 
from the visible surface of things. 


The Price of Milk. 


A transaction is reported from Monaghan 
which deserves the earnest consideration 
of every Irish taxpayer and ratepayer. It 
appears that the Monaghan and Cavan 
Asylums Board solicited tenders for milk. 
The tenders were duly received and all 
the candidates quoted the. same price— 
nearly llid. per gallon. The Board, on 
the advice of the Chairman of the County 
Council, rejected all the tenders on the 
ground that they were clearly furnished 
by a “ring.” New bids were requested 
and an effort was made to secure bidders 
from outside the alleged “ring” The 
result was that the price fell to 99d. 
& gallon--a saving of £300 to the rate-

YOUNG. ENTRY.

the sport to be. At present that is only in 
the making. As to when a start can be made 
the state of the harvests has much’ to sayin 
the matter, for chances of running over stand- 
ing corn’ are likely: and are to be avoided. 
The corn holds the cubs,‘ and they must be 
sent back to the spinneys and coverts where 
they are littered and now have their kennel. 
A start can be made in late August if the 
season is early. All the coverts should be 
visited at least twice before the season com- 
mences in earnest. It is essential to kill’ as 
many foxes, or at least cubs, as possible 

during the first mopths. 


Chopping Cabs.. 

he ground is too hard for a ran in the 
0 an till mid-October, the hedges too blind. 
Honees are liable. to get crocked up and 
hounds get tired. It is, too, not the time for a 
thrusting gallop as yet. The best. lan is to 
chop a few cubs in small spinneys } they can 
he found to hold them, keeping the young 
entry in the covert. The hounds must be 
blooded well and learn to find, hunt and kill. 
Let the dog foxes go and kill the smallest 
cubs likely to be vixens and the old vixens, if 
Íthere are several. . Short runs are due to leaving 
tco many vixens. i ! : 

In big coverts there je more difhculty in 
chopping foxes. But they must be visited 
before the season commences. Actually before 
giving the cubs a good dusting it is found in 
practice that the more foxes that are killed 
the better the supply in the end. This is a 
well-known principle in game preserving, and 
in spite of Press outcries it is a sound policy. 
Moreover, it is this method that affords the 
‘best sport when bunting Segins.and gives 
those long and exciting runs for whicb every- 
one yearns. Moreover, and this is important, 
it conduces to the reduction of poultry claims, 
and that is an important matter to every 
M.F.H. 

[In districts where fox-hunting and game- 
preserving are’ both carried on there is always 
some little difficulty over the strict observance 
during the cubbing season of the rights of the 
covert owner. it cubbing goes on. where 
there are plenty of pheasants, or for that 
matter partridges, to some extent it means 
that the birds will be disturbed. But these 
matters can be put right by a little mutual 
understanding. If the covert owner notifies 
the M.F.H. when he proposes to hold his next 
big shoot, it will then be an easy matter to go 
elsewhere in a district where there are plenty 
vi small spinneys and coverts not given up to 
game preserving. 


Small Fields. 


Ideally, when the cubbing season is in full 
swing there should not be big fields. 
Later in the season, when a run in 
the open is more usual, this is not so 
important; but at first, besides the M.F.H., 
the huntsman, whippers-in, and some stable- 
men, or second horsemen, and one or two 
local members, the fewer the better. For 
young hounds are apt to be shy and nervous, 
and they cannot learn. their business if the 
are shouted at, and there is the usual hubbu 
at the covertside so inseparable from coffee- 
housing and the effect ol inactivity. They 
need patience and quiet to do their work 
properiy, and this can only be had with a 
small field intent om making the future a 
success. 

Once the hounds have tasted blood and 
have learnt to follow scent, to find and to 
hunt; and know how to,obey a command, and 
what it means, and know the sound of the 
horn, and have been broken from the bad 
habit of rioting, then they may, when a good 
chance comes, be allowed to have a flutter 
and to hunt their fox in the open across 
country. Let it be remembered, however, 
that there is a risk in these early days. 

The going is not so good, the ground is 
hard, and the: fences are blind. 
likely to be accidents not only to horses, but 
the hounds, too, are likely to go lame if the 
grouhd is too hard. So the best advice is to 
avoid risks and ‘only seize an opportunity 
when conditions are ideal. There is no better 
means of exercising horses and hounds than 
during the cubbing season, but it should not 
be regarded merely as an opportunity for 
schooling horses. ‘Indeed, there is no chance 
of doing this till late in the season. 

Horses should have been got into condition 
by walking, trotting and cantering: on ‘the 
road for some time previously. But once 
again cubbing affords them an opportunity of 
becoming keen and used to the sound of hounds 
and horn. As the season advances a few pre- 
liminary runs will finish the schooling, and 
rg will be ready, as will hounds, for the real 

ng.

the air, and men were falling all round. 


It is impossible to estimate the numbcr of casyalties at the moment, but official 
French sources put it at as high as 300. The Separatists entered Dusseldorf for 
to-day's celebration of the much-advertised Ehineland Day in groups from all parts 


f the Rhineland by French regie trains.

Prince Rupprecht wore a general’s uniform, 
wth decorations. After the parade the 
Royal. couple went into the streets, where 
they were surrounded by thousands of cheer- 
ing people. They had a tremendous ovation, 
and there were thunderous shouts of ‘‘ Long

PLAIN CLOTHES POLICE 


BLAMED. 


PARIS, Sunday. 

A telegram from a French source in Dussel- 
dorf says that the Separatist demonstration 
there to-day was broken up by the plain 
chthes police from Duisburg, some of whom 
were: recognised in mingling with the crowd. 
lt is alleged that after the plain clothes police 
hid created a disturbance during the speech 
of the Separatist leader, Motthes, detach- 
ments of uniformed police appeared as if from 
mwhere and began to open fire on the 
dmonstrators. Many wounded were picked 
») by French military ambulances. 

The police barracks were full of wounded 
men and women, whom thé police detained, 
aid for some time refused to release. 

It is stated that many of the police con- 
tmued firing even after Se ordered to stop 
by the French suthorities. Bands of Com- 
nunists, who were holding a demonstration of 
their own at the other end of the Hindenburg’s 
Vall, joined in the firing on the Separatists. 

Detachments of French soldiers and gen- 
dirmerie were afterwards sent to the scene to 
arrest the police. — The police barracks were 
ocupied by foot chasseurs, and the policemen 
found there were taken into custody. 

In connection with to-day’s disorders it is 
mteworthy that the newspapers yesterday 
axnounced that all persons who were seen in 
the streets during this afternoon would be re. 

rded as Separatists and traitors to the

i; The Separationista returned home this even- 
ing, and the city is quiet. Many of the in- 
hred treated at the hospitals refused their 
mmes.

ainn article in Vorwérts, the chief Berlin 
organ of the Socialist Party, the dominat 
group in the present Coalition Cabinet, ac- 
curately represent the latest phase in the 
German situation. : 

There has been a distinct change for the 
worse since Friday. Storm-breakers in 
Bavaria and Saxony are more formidable. 
The Ruhr is by no means ‘settling down.” 
The separatist movement in the Rhineland 
seems more menacing. France appears re- 
calcitrant, and unwilling to be appeased. 
High food prices arid increasing. unémploy- 
ment distract the workers. . The Cabinet is 
reeling under the blow at its prestige which 
the Ruhr surrender involved. . 

The latter is the most important, if the least 
melodramatic of the various farces at play. 
Dr. Stresemann, active, energetic, opportun- 
ist, and courageous—the danger of his assassi- 
nation grows hourly dna Fuag striving hard 
to dominate these difficulties, but his task 
seems superhuman. 

As he damps down the fire in Saxony it 
blazes out in Bavaria, and if to-morrow he 
restores order there, flames are likely to leap 
up in Pomerania or Silesia, where .Junker 
bands are fretting for action 

It grows plainer that the Bavaria Govern- 
ment’s nomination of von Kahr as dictator 
did represent a desperate effort to conciliate— 
since it was unable to oppose—the Monarchists. 
The difference between von Kahr and the 
“wild man ” Adolf Hitler merely concerns 
tactics not aims. 

Hitler wants a dramatic coup—the sudden 
overthrow by Bavaria of the hated Republic. 

on Kahr probably endorses the aim, em- 
bodied in this programme, but thinks the 
ES should be undermined or tor- 
pedoed, not openly assaulted. His position 
as dictator of Bavaria gives him an oppor- 
tunity of so doing, and he is certainly not 
letting it*slip by unused, : 

His biggest anti-Republican gesture—which 
has had a formidable echo here to-day—has 
been to cancel the application to Bavaria of 
the laws for the defence of the Republic 
framed after Rathenau’s assassination. 
This step on his part has created consterna- 
tion. Meetings of the inner Cabinet were 
held last night. and again to-day, to consider 
the situation thus, created. 

The anti-Socialist and pro-Monarchist ten- 
dencies of the Bavarian dictator have in- 
creased the fury of the Saxon workers, al- 
ready fanned to a dangerous degree by the 
proclamation of modified martial law. and 
the assumption of all authority by General 
Mueller. : k 

The so-called “ proletariat hundreds” are 
preparing to ward off what they regard as 
Bavaria’s blow to the Revublic: while. on the 
other hand, the Saxon Employés Union have 
telegraphed to Dr. Stresemann declaring that 
their persons and their businesses are in 
danger from the extremists.

DUSSELDORF, Sunday.

BAVARIA’S THREAT. 


“ A TWO-EDGED SWORD 
AGAINST FRANCE.” 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE.

BERLIN, Sunday. 

An amazing change in Germany’s political 
situation has occurred in the last twenty-four 
hours. From a most reliable neutral diplo- 
matic authority I learn that the National 
Government, instead of planning military 
action against Bavaria, intends using the 
Southern Monarchical dictatorship as a two- 
edged sword against France and against the 
Communists. 

The Berlin Government already feels that 
it has gained a great benefit from the Bavarian 
move in the frights it has given the Separatists. 
Instead of being scared that to-day will 
mark the beginning of the disintegration of 
the Reich tkrough the Rhineland declaring a 
Republic under French protection, with 
Dusseldorf as the capital, the Berlin Govern- 
ment is assured that the Bavarian threat to 
march against any such newly created pro- 
French Republic has completely altered the 
ee plans. 

ikewise, the Government feels that all the 
Communists’ plans, despite the Russian Em- 
bassy’s arsenals and the Third Internationale’s 
money assistance, have been struck a fatal 
blow by the Bavarian dictatorship. 

“The Bavarian move has certainly cleared 
the situation,’’ I was officially told. “We 
now know definitely where Bavaria stands. 
We oppose the Monarchy necessarily, and feel 
we shall have to crush the movement 
eventually; but for the moment we can use 
it as a safeguard for Germany against the 
two other disintegrating forces, momentarily 
more dangerous—the Rhineland Separatists 
and the Communist dictatorship. ! 

“Should the Rhineland call out a Republic, 
or the Communists employ their secret Red 
Army, Bavaria, which is now divided into 
three camps, would unite. Such :a union 
would have the support of not only the 
Bavarian Militia and the Bavariad Fascisti, 
but eventually the Bavarian Reichswehr, who 
would not hesitate to march “on the Rhine- 
land, even if the French forbid military move- 
ment. Likewise, Saxony’s Red Army and 
Prussis’s Red movement would be made im- 
potent through Bavaria’s ‘open declaration of 
a Monarchieal dictatorship,”’

The estimated 
British capital invested in Canada still stands

The cost of living in Madrid has been cut 
10 per cent. in one week by the new Civil and 
Military Governor of Madrid Province, the 
Duke of Tetuan. Every grocer is now com- 
pelled to post up prominently a complete list 
of his merchandise, the penalty .of failure 
being from 50,000 to 1,000 pesetas. Not a 
ete commodity can be raised in price with- 
out the consent of the authorities. 

Bakers are obliged to stamp on every loaf 
of bread on the day it is made their names, 
addresses and the date of manufacture. 
Every dealer convicted of short weight is 
liable to damage claims by customers. The 

rice of meat is also to be lowered imme- 
diately, and telegraph offices will refuse to 
accept telegrams telling the country producers 
to hold back shipments. Railway companies 
are to report shipments of foodstuffs returned 
to the country on account of over-supply in 
the city.

the definition of the 
foreign policy. ' We desire, therefore, to call 
their attention to a recent incident, now 
happily closed so far as any immediate danger 
is concerned, which, nevertheless, goes 
to the very root of international mre- 
Jationship. Italy has honourably fulfilled her 
_o to evacuate Corfu, but her with- 

awal leaves unsolved the grave questions 
raised by her occupation of Greek territory 
and by the circumstances which attended it. 
They affect, it is hardly necessary to say, the 
status of the League of Nations and the 
obligations of internatione] law. Our atti- 
tude as a people is quite simple. It is laid 
down with great clearness in the memorordum 
which Mr. Gladstone, who was then Prime 
Minister, addressed to the Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs in 1871, when Russia 
arrogated to herself the right to denounce the 

Sea clauses of the Treaty of Paris of 
. The question, he wrote, was not 
whether any desire expressed by Russia ought 
to be carefully examined iti a frendly spirit 
by the co-signatory Powers, but whether they 
are to accept from her an announcement that 
by her own act, without any consent from 
them, she has released herself from a solemn 
covenant 

The Times points out that this doctrine 
was presently developed by Lord Granville, 
whose declaration that the right of releasing 
any party to an international treaty belongs 
only to the Governments who have been 
parties to-the original instrument, was 
solemnly recognised as an essential principle 
of the law of rations in the Declaration of 
January 17, 1871, bearing the signature of all 
the Great Powers. It further points out that 
when Austria-Hungary cynically violated the 
Treaty of Berlin by proclaiming the 
sovereignty. of the Hapsburgs over Bosnia 
and Herzegovina. Sir Edward (irey reaffirmed 
the essential principle, and Italy promptly 
recorded her adhesion to it. The doctrine. 
then. is clear. well established, and accepted 
by italy, as it is accepted by us. The 
Covenant of the League of Nations is part of 
the Treaty of Versailles, and its stipulations 
come under the general rule. On the natural 
construction of its provisions the right of 
any member involved in controversy with 
another member to submit the matter to the 
League, and the right and duty of the 
League to investigate and report upon the 
facts of the dispute seem to be incontestable. 
Unhappily, the Italian Prime Minister has 
dissented from this view. The broad ques- 
tion raised by the denial of the League's 
competence and other questions arising out 
of the. Italian-Greek dispute remain to be 
solved,

THE NEWEST COLONY, 


Southern Rhodesia becomes a self-governing 
Colony to-day. Its people have set out upon 
a new path, deliberately electing to walk 
alone and burdened with the responsibility of 
their own Administration (remarks T Ae 7’: mes 
editorially). While the peoples of South 
Africa and of the whole Empire will unite in 
wishing them well upon their way, it is 
essentially the moment to give a thought to 
those who blazed the trail. 

To the vision of Cecil Rhodes is due the 
northward thrust of British rule in South 
Africa, a thrust which in later years was to 
baulk Germany in her dream of a South 
‘African Empire. And to the courage, the 
enterprise, and the faithful service of those 
whe Sile from the days of Rhodes himself 
to the sympathetic rule of Sir Drummond 
Chaplin is due the spread oí civilisation and 
the prosperity which has enabled Southern 
Rhodesia to come into the heritage which is 
the aim of British communities all the world 
over. Thirty years ago the pioneers of the 
Chartered Company cut the road _ into 
Mashonaland for their slow-moving line of 
covered wagons. To-day the railway system 
controlled by the company comprises over 
2,000 miles of main lines alone. The account 
of the company’s stewardship is an impressive 
story, and one which is not only a tribute to 
the company itself, but an inspiration to those 
who have willingly taken up its burden.

THE GERMAN CABINET’S

The Times Correspondent in Berlin tele- 
graphed yesterday :—It is generally believed 
that the prompt application of martial law 
has prevented all immediate danger of dis- 
order.

The 
Parliamentary organisation of the German 
Nationalist People’s Party has officially 
joined in the irresponsible outcry against the 
tresemann-Hilferding-Marxism Cabinet. Its 
roclamation says:—‘‘Be ready. The day 
is no longer distant when all pacifist inter- 
national illusions of agreement will vanish 
under the force of facts. This will be the 
hour of the national ‘government. With a 
firm will, come what may, it will lead the 
way to deliverance."’ Theatrical manifestos 
of this nature are the order of the day, 
though nobody seems one penny the worse.

IN CORK. 


THOUSANDS IDLE, 


BUSINESS GRADUALLY 


NO PROSPECT OF 
SETTLEMENT, _

CORK, Sunday. 

Cork is a city of gloom at present. The 
leading drapery establishments and many 
other houses have been closed for the past 
three or four weeks, and the business part of 
the city, which is shuttered throughout the 
day, presents a pitiable sight. There ia no 
picketing; that is obviated by the closing 
down of the shops and offices; but men, many 
hundreds of them, walk about the streets aim- 
lessly or congregate on the quays, discussing 
a situation which is, perhaps, the most serious 
that has yet confronted the citizens. 

The employeis of labour in the City of Cork 
have more than once placed their views before 
tHe public. They are anxious to maintain the 
industrial reputation of their city and to de- 
velop the resources of the port, but find it 
impossible to do so while wages remain three 
times as high as in 1914. and far higher than 
those paid in London and Belfast to-day. 

The dockers’ strike against the proposed 
““eut ” in their wages has now entered upon 
its twelfth week, and there appears to be no 
prospect of a settlement. The harbour is 
deserted, and the Lee, which ordinarily is 
crowded with vessels from all parts of the 
world, now pursues its course through pic- 
turesque surroundings as bare of shipping as 
if it were an inland river in a remote district. 

The shop assistants also refuse to accept a 
reduction in their salaries, and their attitude 
has. led to the closing down of many of the 
leading establishments. 

The new scale of wages which the employers 
propose still leaves the workers’ wages 1 
pee cent. over pre-war rates, but this offer 

as been rejected. Conferences have proved 
fruitless, the strikes continue and ‘rven 
multiply, while traffic is being diverted from 
the port, and the trade and commerce of the 
South are suffering from a blow which is in- 
flicting an enormous lors on the citizens gene- 
rally. and particularly om the workers and 
their wives and families. who are now bhe- 
ginning to feel the pinch of want. 

Even Messrs. Ford's large works frre 
affected by the strikes, and a large number of 
hands are out of employment. 

The whole situation is one that demands 
'gpeedv attention; otherwise the city will be 
reduced to a state trom which it will take 
years to recover, and the workers themselves 
will be the greatest sufferers.

ESTABLISHMENTS 
CLOSING. 


Onur Cork Correspondent states that at a 
meeting of the Executive Committee of the 
Cork Industrial Development Association on 
Saturday. the Secretary reported that arising 
out of the industrial disputes in the city the 
Lee Boot Manuiacturing Company, Ltd., would 
close down next week, and that 120 men 
and boys, with 58 girls, would be disemploved. 

The Secretary also reported that all lo ' 
manufacturing and warehousing concerns 
in a somewhat similar position, and that who 
sale firms not implicated in the disputes are 
closing down owing to the absence ad da 

The Chairman (Mr. P. Crowley) stated that 
as a result of the disputes one of the largest 
concerns in the country was on the verge of 
liquidation. He urged an immediate local 
settlement. especially in view of the’ fact 
that the trade of Limerick and Dublin was 
more or less normal These cities, together 
with such small seaport towns as Bantry, 
Kinsale. Cahirciveen, —Ballycotton. and 
Youghal, were doing all the trade normally 
carried on through the port of Cork. 

It was unanimously agreed to call a general 
meeting of the Association for next Wednes- 
day to consider the situation, and to invite 
the five members of the Dail for Cork, 
together with the Chairman of the Em- 
ployers’ Federation and the Chairman of the 
Cork and District Workers’ Council and the 
Transport Union.

LABOUR PARTY MEETING. 


In Labour circles in Dublin there is an 
optimistic feeling that the end of the sea- 
men's and dockers’ dispute is not far off. 
Inquiries which were made by an /rish Times 
reporter on Saturday and Sunday, however, 
do not show that there is much foundation . 
for the hope. 

No invitation to any further conference 
between the dockers’ representatives and the 
shipping companies has been issued by the 
Ministry of Industry and Commerce. 

At a meeting of the National Executive of 
the Irish Labour Party on Saturday. at 
which trade unions in every part of the 
country were represented, it is understood 
that a course of action was decided which 
may have far-reaching effects. 

THE EMPLOYERS’ POSITION. 

In regard to the quayside dispute, Mr. 
David Barry, speaking on behalf of the em- 
plovers, said—‘‘ We are very anxious and 
willing for a settlement, but it must be a 
reasonable settlement. We shall have no 
settlenient that means capitulatign on the 
part of the employers. _ The employers are 
out to save the nation. They are thinking 
more of safeguarding the economic position of 
the whole nation than their individual 
interests. 

The men themselves are very anxious for a 
settlement. If influences at work to prevent 
them were not in operation they would have 
been back long ago. 

MR. LARKIN’S SPEECH. 

Addressing a meeting at Beresford placs 
yesterday, Mr. James Larkin denied the alle- 
gation that £20 had been charged as freight 
on seven pieces of furniture brought by a 
chartered steamer to Dublin. He said that 
the sum was £4 10s.. plus 10s. for cartage, 
and that there were 21 pieces of frrniture. 

Alludirg to the pronosed re-opening of the 
Dublin Dockyard ty Vickers (Ireland), Ltd., 
he said that they would be glad to have it 
going again, but it would not be re-opened 
unless they re-opened it. 

Employers were out to lower wages and 
worsen conditions. They shonld resist that 
In Dublin the Employers’ Federation had 
threatened to use force to compel the men 
to work. and had even threatened the Go- 
vernment if it did not help them. If they 
wanted to use force let them try it. If the 
Free State Faacisti came along they would 
soon be obliged to wash their black shirts. 

Having denounced certain branches of the 
Irish Transport Union. and also other unions, 
for failing to subscribe to the strike fund, 
Mr. Larkin announced that a meeting would 
be held in Liberty Hall for the purpose of 
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forming a shipping y of their own. In 
a fortnight, he said, would have one 
_ ship, and possibly more. If they had stood 
together years, and invested their money 
wisely, instead backing horses, they could 
now have had a fleet of rs working for 


them. 
CARTERS’ WAGES. 


In consequence of the failure of the con-. 


ference between the carters’ section of the 
Irish Transport Union and the Master Car- 
riers’ Association with regard to a proposed 
reduction of carters’ wages by 8s. per week, 
in two cuts, the employers have given notice 
that they intend togput the first cut into 
operation on Monday next. The number of 
men involved is 800, Coal carters will not 
be affected. 
THE DRUG TRADE. 

With regard to the dispute in the wholesale 
drug trade, an official of the employés’ union 
denies the allegation that the sick have ever 
been prevented from getting drugs.

FIRM STAND OF THE EMPLOYERS 


A very large meeting of delegates of the 
Farmers’ Protection Association from East 
and West Waterford attended at the Court- 
house, Dungarvan, on Saturday, when im- 
vortant business was transacted. Sir John 
Keane, Bart., Senator, presided, and there 
was present @ reprepentative of the Ministry 
of Agriculture. The proceedings were con: 
ducted in the absence of the Press, but it is 
understood that the Ministry's representa- 
tive laid certaim terms before the meeting 
with regard to the strike of farm labourers, 
on which, he believed, a settlement could be 
effected. 

The meeting considered the statement of 
the Minister, and discussed the purpose for 
which the meeting was speciqlly convened. 
The following resolution was unanimously 
passed 

‘Having considered the offer by a repre- 
sentative of the Ministry of Agriculture on 
behalf of the Irish Transport and General 
Workers’ Union, this meeting, in view of the 
outrages committed against tte property of 
farmers, and the claims made to the farmers’ 
land, decline to have any dealings, direct or 
indirect, with the Irish Transport and General 
Workers’ Union. The farmers are, however, 
willing to deal individually and uncondition- 
ally with their men.”’

DERRY BAKERY STRIKE.

THE TERMS OF AGREEMENT. 


The strike of labourers, packers and van- 
men engaged in the Derry bakery trade having 
been settled ag a result of a conference, pre- 
sided over by Major McConnell, of the 
Ministry of Labour for Northern Ireland, work 
will be resumed to-day. The strikers belong 
to the Amalgamated Transport and General 
Workers’ Union. The agreement between the 
employers and the workers’ union is as 
follows :— 

1.—That the trade union rate of wages, as 
set forth in this agreement, shall be paid by 
all members of the Master Bakers’ Associa- 
tion. 

2.—That the rates of wages for bread- 
servers, packers and labourers shall be as 
follows :—-Bread-servers, 41s. per week, with 
commission of 14 per cent. on weekly sales 
over £45 to £61, and 24 per cent. on weekly 
asles over that. Country bread-servers to re- 
ceive an additional allowance of 1s. 6d. per 
day as dinner money, when employed in the 
country. Packers—Minimum rate of 39s. per 
week of 48 hours for men of 21 years of age 
and over, Such rates shall not necessarily 
apply dutin; the first month of employment, 
Labourers—Minimum rate of 39s, per week of 
48 ‘:ours for men of 21 years of age and over. 
Such minimum rates to be without prejudice 
to the payment of higher rates in individual 
cares, if bo arranged. 

3.—The over-time rates to be paid to 
Jabourers—Time and a half. 

4.—That bread-servers and packers be paid 
for the following four days in each year as 
recognised holidays—namely, Easter Monday, 
August Bank Holiday, Christmas Day and 
Boxing Day, and in the event of Easter Tues- 
day and the day after the August Bank Holi- 
day being recognised as additional general 
holidays, guch days shall be similarly paid for. 

5.—Work to be resumed in full on Monday, 
Ast October, 1923. No victimisation to take 
place on either side as the result of the 
stoppage of work. 

6.—This agreement shall remain in force 
until terminated by four clear weeks’ notice 
in writing, to be given by either side to the 
Secretary of the other side.

“ THE IMPERIAL BLUES.”

During the past year teste have been con- 
ducted at the Agricultural College, Glasnevin, 
with the uiscí of ascertaining the relative 
yielding qualities of different varieties of

SeVen fac of winter wheat were grown 


—namely, arvester, Iron, Yeoman, Storm- 
proof, Queen Wilhelmina, Marshal Foch and 
Square viel Harvester gave the 
highest yield of grain—viz., ewt. per 
statute acre.| Iron and Yeoman gave a slightly 
lower yield.) The lowest yield, 26 cwt. per 
statute acre, was obtained from Square Head 
Master. 

Harvester lis a variety which has only been 
in test for a| couple of years, and during that 
time has given a high yield; but it ripens 
rather late,| and on this account should be 
sown as early as possible. 

Of the varieties in general cultivation at 
the present) time, Yeoman produces the 
strongest sttaw, and it was the only plot 
which withstood the storm on the 2nd of 
August. H lis a good yielder, is resistant to 
yellow rust, and gives a good quality of grain. 

Iron is also a good yielder, resists disease, 
and has a stfong straw, but its grain is rather 
soft. á 

Queen Wilhelmina has given a high yield of 
grain durihg tests in recent years, but it is 
inferior to Iron and Yeoman in strength of 
straw and is! susceptible to attacks of yellow 
rost. 

The outstanding variety in the winter oat 
test was ‘‘ Marvellous,” a new white-grained 
oat. It yielded about 55 cwt, of d grain 
per statute acre. In comparison with other 
yorieties it took the lead in the early es 
of growth and maintained it all through. It 

roduces a large, well-filled white grain of 
iigh bushel weight. It is a very promising 
variety, and the fact that it has a white

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GERMANY FAILS TO 
UNDERSTAND.

FRANCE NOT YET OUT 
OF THE WOOD. 


PARIS, Sunday. 

In unveiling a war monument at Bois 
D’Ailly this morning, M. Poincaré, the Prime 
Minister, said that Germany's attitude obliged 
him to continue to state France s case in 
weekly meditations before monuments to the 
fallen. Every day Germany gave fresh proofs 
of her failure to understand. 

True, the Reich had proclaimed the 
necessity of ceasing passive resistance in the 
Ruhr, and had incidentally admitted having 
squandered its resources on sustaining 
resistance. 

Again, nothing coud be more human than 
that the Reich should seek to cover its retreat 
by the discharge of blank ammunition, but 
when the Keich contested the legality of the 
occupation of the Ruhr and accused the 
French and Belgians of oppressing and mal- 
treating the inhabitants it was an audacious 
inversion of réles, and the Reich was attribut- 
ing to the French and Belgians crimes 
perpetrated against French and Belgians by 
the late German Government's orders. 

FRANCE MUST BE VIGILANT. 

France must, therefore, remain on her 
guard. The Rerlin Government announced 
somewhat noisily to the world that it was 
oing to end the resistance organised in the 
Ruhr. It could not do otherwise. It was no 
longer able to finance it and it knew that it 
ran the risk of separating the local popula- 
tions from the Reich. But the grudging 
proclamation of an _ inevitable truce means 
nothing... Execution ie everything. ‘We are 
waiting for Germany to act, “a

The outstanding figure of the present Con-| 
ference is General Jan Christian Smuts. In- 
deed, it may be said of him that he is a 
tewering figure in any assembly of big men, 
for this self-contained, quietly confident Dutch 
Afrikander combines in his person an astonisb- 
ing diversity of great qualities. Soldier. 
lawyer, statesman, idealist, man of , action, 
metaphysician and farmer—such are the multi- 
tiudinous activities of Jan Smuts. 

As a young man he distinguished himself 
as a scholar went to the Bar, and in due course 
rose to the rank of K.-C. During the South 
African War he was one of Kruger s ablest 
lieutenants ; but, the peace signed, he turned 
to constructive work. When responsible go- 
vernment came to the ‘Transvaal Smuts worked 
alongside the man who then dominated the 
position—Botha, himself, like Smuts, a clever 
leader in the field. 


Until he reached -middle age Smuts was | 


slender, hut, to-day he has broadened out, his 
pointed beard is grey, but his eves are still 
bright with the freshness that comes of a 
healthy life lived, wheneverM¥luties as Pretoria 
allow, on his magnificent farm. 

A man of extraordinary dignity of, bearing, 
Smuts has never made a bid for popularity. 
If he has grown in stature until he looms large 
on the world stage, it is because he is one 
of the few living statesmen who stand forth 
as. men of supreme ability and vision. 

Not so very long ago there was no more un- 
popular man in South Africa with the indus- 
trial population. He ‘crushed the incipient 
rebellion of January, 1934, with an iron hand, 
deported the nine ritg-leaders without trial, 
and turnéd up in Parliament to face a hostile 
assembly, Instead of apologising for his 
arbitrary action Smuts playfully referred to the 
deportees as “the nime gentlemen on my. 
honours list,” and stated that in the same cir- 
cumstances he would act in the same manner. 

Fearless: and unaffected by public opinion, 
Smuts has often been regarded as a cold, calon- 
lating logician. Logician he is, but in private 
life he is a man of warm heart, a man whiose 
jovs are in his family, his farm, his library. 

Surprising as it may seem, those who kiow 
him best think of him rather as the thinker 
than as the man of action. There was a time, 
indeed, when Smuts contemplated taking a 
chair of metaphysics ‘at one of our ancient Uni- 
versities. 

Among his signal achievements in: South 
Africa must be named his work with Field- 
Marshal Lord Methuen on the Defence Act, 
providing for the training .of boys and the 
nucleus of a standing Army, with mounted 
riflemen and artillery. 

When.the great war broke ont there was the 
instrument ready to his hand, and Smuts-trok 
the field and-annexed to the British Crown 4 
territory—German South-West Africa—twice 
the size of the old German Reich. 

Since the war Smuts has made himself felt 
in the counsels of the Empire, At Versailles he 
spoke with masterly judgment. And since then 
he has come out as an advocate of the League 
of Nations.~ At the present Conference he will 
probably speak in favour of preference within 
the Empire. He will not. make any dranatic 
or impassioned appeal; for that manner of 
oratory does not smit his quiet, deliberate, care- 
fully weighed utterances. 

Twenty-three years ago Smute was in the 
field against us. To-day so completely has he 
come to be regarded as a Briton that on the 
occasion of his last visit to England an old 
lady asked him just why he was not wearing 
the South African ribands! i

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Canada has a way of throwing up her public 
men from the ranks of joyrnalism. Her pre- 
sent Prime Minister is a ‘pase in point; as 
was the late Minister of Militia, Sir Sam 
Hughes. Mr. Kinw started life on the 
Toronto Globes after taking a degree at 
Toronto University, The university that has 
given Dr. Bantling, the discoverer of insulin, 
to the world. 

Mr, King started in at the bottom ; for some 
time he did police court 
bazaars .and other insignificant work. But 
he was a man with ambition, one who be- 
lieved in the old adage, that knowledge is 

ower. His evenings were spent quiétly at 
ha in his study. He chose as his subjects 
political economy and political history. The 
} reportitig cub phase did not fast long ;\ he 
began to  write—to write well-informed 
articles; he became a leader writer. 

Whilst still in the thirties Mr. King sought 
to broaden his outlook by travel. He spent 
some time touring Europe, studying social 
re economic conditions. He visited the 
United States. In this practical and eminently 
sane way he was equipping himself for his 
future career as politician. 

Within a stones throw of the new Parlia- 
ment at Ottawa—the old buildings, it will be 
remembered, were burnt to the ground—there 
stands a greystone apartment house. 
the Premier lives in a simple apartment. He 
is a bachelor, and his home is eminently that 
of a single man. There are books in plenty, 
great comfortable mission chairs, thick 
carpets. On the mantelshelf of his stady 
stands the portrait of a beautiful woman ; it is 
the only love of his life—it is his mother. 

Mother and son were drawn the closer by 
a domestic tragedy.. Mr. King’s father was 
blind, and he died suddenly just as his son 
went down to defeat at the polls at his first 
attempt to enter the Dominion House. 

Mr. King’s rise to power was sudden. In 

1921 he was the leader of the Liberal Party. 
then very much in the wilderness; indeed, of 
the three parties then on the Opposition side, 
his was the smallest. 
i One of the most amazing things in recent 
Canadian politics is the rise of the Agrarian 
Party, known as the Farmers’ Party. Mr. 
King joined forces with the farmers. He 
formed a coalition and swept on to power. 

Above everything, Mr. King is a Canadian. 
He believes in the ideal—‘‘ Canada a nation.” 
He is one of those who resent any suggestion 
of ny “gi An example of his attitade 
may be gathered from his action in going 
straight to Seoretary of State Hughes to get 
an amendment of the existing Rich-Bagot 
agreement, an armaments measure subject. to 
six months’ notice.. Mr. King wanted some 
permanent understanding with the United 
States. First and jast Mr. King acted ‘with- 
out reference to the home Government.’ claim- 
ing for Canada the right of treaty-making, 

Mr. King stands for disarmament. and on 
this. subject he has expressed himself many 
»times.tn public. He took no. small part. in 
the deliberations oí. the League of Nations 
reserving the right of Canada to decide for 
herself when and how. she should enter upon 
hostilities. 

To a man of this temper, therefore, it may 
be réadily understood: the 8.0.8. sent out by 
Mr, Lloyd George to the Dominions during 
the recent Near East crisis was a matter for 
an. immediate challenge.

Fifty years ago an Irish boy of seventeen 
cke up his few belongings and said good- 
Son to ‘his native hills. What littl Lima- 
vady, Co. Derry, lost New Zealand gained: 
The boy turned out to be a sort of Whitting- 
ton of the Pacific. He came as a poor 
emigrant to join poor parents—one of those 
little parties of migrating Nonconformists who 
found Ireland too uncomfortable for them. 

Being of Irish farming stock, the future 
Premier started in on the land. -. But he had 
a brain too keen to be satisfied with crop and 
stock problems; he sought about for some 
outlet for his restless Irish nature, and he 
found it at first in the interests of local 
government, organisations for furthering the 
interests of the farming community, and later 
in the New Zealand House of Commons. 

Being Irish it is not difficult to understand 
that young Massey proved a Rupert of debate. 
His reputation soared, carried by his own 
winged words. But no aheedling orator was 
this powerful, open-faced young giant; but 
an orator of the fighting sort. A man who 
came back from rebuff and counter-stroke, 
but stronger in logic and argument. . 

For thirty years Mr. Massey has sat in the 
House of Commons. The offices he has held 
are many. He has been Minister. of Lands, 
an important portfoho in a country which is 
first and foremost an agricultural community. 
He has been Minister of Labour, of Agri- 
culture, of Industries, of Commerce. 

To-day Mr. Massey is a white-haired burly 
giant, with twinkling blue eyes, mobile mout 
and ready wit. His is not a subtle intellect, 
but he has the flair of arriving uickly at 
logical conclusions. Thus, he was quick to 
realise that the League of Nations might do 
harm if he led to a false sense of security. 
Believing in the -programme oí the League, 
Mr. Massey yet believes in preperedness for 
the worst that may happen to any country— 


war, | . 
Mr.. Massey was in England during, the 
second year of the war. Between many im 
rtant conferences with members of the 
ome Government the versatile Premier found 
time to fly over the German lines, an exploit 
he very much likes to recall. . Mr. Massey 
came over again during the two following 
vears to attend the Imperial War Cabinet. 
‘And, later, to attend the Peace Conference. 

Mr. Massey has unbounded faith im the 
creat future of New Zealand, and he points 
proudly to the fact that that country has less 
poverty. than any other country im the 
world. \ He will remark, too, that it has no 
superlatively rich men, and leave you to draw 
your own tonclusions. 

Mr. .Massey married a New Zealand lady, 
and they have three sons and two daughters. 
Mrs. Massey\has proved herself an ideal wife 
for a public man. A housewife to the tips of 
her fingers, she has extended her interest to 
every child in New Zealand. It was chiefly 
owing to her efforts that child welfare was 
brought to such 4 pitch of efficiency that 
to-day infant mortality in New Zealand has 
reached a lower figure than in any other part 
of the Empire. 

The Premier stands for closer co-operation 
between the component parts of our far-flung 
Empire. He believes in peace, in preference, 
and he believes that the prosperity of his 
Dominion rests upon the foundation of an 
éfficient agriculture,

The Right Honourable 8S. M. Bruce, Pre- 
miér of the Commonwealth of Australia, is 
ths most remarkable example of a \young 
man in politics in our time. | 

In 1915 he was a private in the trenches. 
In 1917 he was an officer, with the M.C. and 
Creix de Guerre. Before that year was out 
he had been .invalided out with several pieces 
of shrapnel in his leg and a permanent limp, 
Then he turned to politics. In less than fivé 
years he has become Premier of Australia. 

The story of Mr. 5. M. Bruce.is not that 
of. the poor emigrant who su¢ceeded in the 
Samuel Smiles way. He is Australian born, 
& Melbourne man, the son of a father owning 
one of the biggest dry goods stores in that 
city. 

the elder Bruce sent his son to England 
after he had shown his metal by captainine 
the football and cricket elevens of Melbourne 
Grammar School. In 1912 young Bruce was en- 
tered on the books of Trinity Hall, Cam- 
bridge. In two years he had won his Blne, 
in three graduated, but without distinction. 

Then the. elder Bruce died, and the son 
returned to-his native city, and in three years 
turned what had been a moderately 
prosperous store into a mammoth department 
store. The actual entrance of Bruce into 
politics was accidental. He was travelling in 
Europe when Premier Hughes was keeping up 
Australia’s end at Geneva. Hughes wired 
the young man, he came, spoke, made an im- 
pression. That was the beginning. 

He returned to Australia. Sir Joseph Cook 
bard from the Treasurership to London aa 
High Commissioner, and young Bruce slipped 
into his place. At one Bad he stood next 
the Premier, 

Wireacres predicted his downfall. They 
said that a man with so little experience could 
never handle so big a job. Bruce disappointed 
them. His first Budget «speech ; spelt. the 
security ..of..his.politieal. future. Since then 
he has never looked back. While he is not 
a particularly clever man in the scholarship 
sense, the youthful Premier of Australia is a 
man who has rubbed shonlders with the best, 
seen things, done things, looked at death.

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SS POLITICAL NOTES. 
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‘WEDNESDAY’S MEETING OF 
PARLIAMENT. 

Presidént Cosgrave will return to Dublin 
from London in time for the opening of 
Parliament on Wednesday, when the Governor- 
General will outline the legislative programme 
for the session. The Senate the Dail 
will hold a joint sitting in order to hear the 
Governor-General’s statement. When His 
Excellency's address hás been delivered, the 
members of the Senate will withdraw to their 
own Chamber where, it is expected that they 
will discuss the address. 

In the Dail many subjects of importance 
will be raised. The economic situation will, 
necessarily, receive attention. It is expected 
that at an early date President Cosgrave will 
reply to the letter of the Cork Employers 
Federation, which was published last Satur- 


day. 

Everybody will re-echo the hope expressed 
recently by a gentleman connected with the 
shipping industry in Dublin, when he said 
that there was d reason to believe that in 
the course of this week steps would be taken 
which would lead to a settlement of the 
dockers and seamen’s strike, It is felt by 
all parties that the time has come to put an 
end to strikes and locks-out, which already 
have lasted too long. 

Unemployment. has been largely on the in- 
crease since. last May. In that month the 
number of registered unemployed in the 
twenty-six counties was 29,414, and last week 
the number had risen to 40,642. The un- 
employment benefit, which has been in — 
tion since May, will cease somewhere about 
the middle of this month, and after that a 
large proportion of the 40,642 will have to 
go without any “cole” at all. The outlook, 
therefore, for the coming winter for these 
poor people is one of the gloomiest, and there 
inust be harrowing distress if matters do not 
mend. 

The prisoners are being released in con- 
siderable numbers—on the average about five 
hundred every week for the last three or four 
weeks, thus bringing the total number of 
political or quasi-political interneés 
the neighbourhood of 10,000. 

The Re-comanision Committee of Sinn Fein 
(Republicans) will hold an Ard-Feig in Dublin 
on the 16th inst., when it is expected that the 
future policy of the Republican members of 
the Dail will be defined.

TO-NIGHT’S FIG HT. 


CARPENTIER AND BECKETT 


ENGLISH CHAMPION’S 
CONFIDENCE. 


—_———- > -- -- 


(By Frep. Darrwnetz. | 
LO DON, Sunday. 

At about half-past nine to-morrow night, 
when Joe Beckett, the English heavy weight 
champion, enters the ring against Carpentier 
at Olympia, he will have achieved the first 
= of his hearts desire as a boxer. For 

ur ope Beckett has longed to meet the 
French champion once again, and to avenge 
that inglorious defeat he received at the Hol- 
born Stadium, when he was knocked out in 
64 seconds’ fighting. 

Time will show whether it was a happy 
circumstance for Beckett that brought about 
this return match. The Englishman cer- 
tainly is very confident of winning, and not 
very long ago he professed himself to be 
capable of predicting almost the very round 
in which he would gain his desired revenge. 
Boxing bouts, however, are not to be foretold 
so accurately as that. 

A good deal of boxing history has been 
written since Carpentier beat Beckett at the 
end of 1919. Of the two men Beckett has 
the better record, excepting for his defeat 
by Moran in two rounds at the Albert Hall, 
a reverse he subsequently wiped out in the 
same ring. Beckett has won all his fights 
since then. Wells, Burns, McCormick, Cook, 
and Smith have all felt the weight of his 
punch. Against these achievements Car- 
pentier has nothing more than two not very 
satisfactory wins over Cook and Kid Lewis, 
st the two defeats by Dempsey and Battling 

i. 

Carpentier’s four round battle against such 
a —s wonder as Dempsey reflected credit 
on him, but his experience ayainst the negro. 
who vanquished him at the Paris Velodrome 
& year ago, is a bitter memory for the man 
who was the idol of his countrymen. It is 
from such experiences, however, that men 
learn wisdom, and [I think that it is not un- 
likely that Siki’s defeat of Carpentier may 

rove, in the end, a rather bad happening for 

kett. Whatever mistakes Carpentier made 
in turning out unfit against Siki, he is un- 
doubtedly in tip-top condition for Beckett.

In a 
drawn out battle I do not think that he 
would last so well as Beckett, but it seems 
improbable that the match wil] last very long. 
The shorter issue should favour the French- 
man, who is not dnly quicker of movement, 
but a quicker thinking man than Beckett. 

The British champion has a typical insular 
ruggedness, and he has apparently brought 
himself into that stage of mind—a good one, 
too, for a fighting man—when he refuses to 
believe that he can be beaten. The mental 
qualities of the two men are as strongly con- 
trusted ag their ‘aga in Carpentier has 
imagination and the scientific knowledge that 
comes from a profound study of all the phases 
of boxing. Beckett 's ability is partly acquired 
in the rough and ready school of the boxing 
booths. One hears rumours of a secret punch 
that Beckett has been practising assiduously. 
There is no secret or new met in boxing ; 
if there were, I think the Frenchman would 
know all about it as soon as Beckett. 

Finally—it must be done, I suppose—let 
me say that I think Carpentier will win. His 
right hand should do the trick, as before, and 
I do not anticipate that the fight will last 
longer than six rounds.
